In School Board Race 


Supporters of varying educational philosophies are apparently finding it difficult to come 
up with candidates for school committee this year. 

As of Wednesday of this week there was but one candidate for the two three year terms on 
the school committee on the ballot for the March 22 town election. 

David R. Ahouse, whose candidacy is announced in today’s edition of the TOWNSMAN, has 
not as yet obtained nomination papers, is the only candidate for the school board. Robert B. 
McIntyre, who was appointed to fill out a vacancy caused by resignation, announced last 


week he would not be a candidate for election in March. 


A representative of one faction involved in Andover’s school controversies in recent years, 
reported this week that there was no interest among their proponents in seeking office. This 
was from the group familiarly aligned to the “‘back-to-basics’’ forces. 

If tags are appropriate, that leaves this year’s election at this point, with a moderate,

Because the professional staff 
forms the heart of our system, 
the committee must continue to

sibilities to the town. 
Curriculum: The committee 
must ensure that the school 
system serves the best in- 
terests of the town. One major 
element in accomplishing this 
is the curriculum; how it is im- 
plemented, assessed, and 
changed. The committee should 
focus on the attainment of 
specific minimum standards at 
all levels. Attention must be 
given to the secondary level and 
should be directed to meet the 
differing needs of all students. 
Long Range Planning: Dr. 
Ahouse proposes greater com- 
mittee emphasis on long range 
planning.

mittee will result in an article - 


requesting $1,000,000 for land 
acquisition and recreational 
development at this year’s town 
meeting. 

The selectmen Monday night 
received the report of the 
special committee composed of 
representatives of the three 
groups, and the board inserted 
an article in the warrant for a 
bond issue calling for $930,000, 
the remaining funds - - $70,000 - 
- to be appropriated within an- 
nual budgets for recreational 
facility development. 

Included in the proposal for 
priority action, but not 
necessarily in order of presen- 
tation, is the acquisition of 
remaining wetlands in the Fish 
Brook area, 120 acres; acquisi- 
tion of the Wood Hill area con- 
sisting of 185 acres; acquire 
Skug River frontage, 65 acres; 
acquire Sacred Heart property 
(land and gymnasium building, 
22 acres) and improve facilities 
at Recreation Park. 

The actual costs of the 
program are not known at this 
time, the committee indicated 
in its report. Because the group 
had no appraisals, and _ in- 
dividual costs are estimates on- 
ly, the group felt it inap- 
propriate to discuss individual 
cost breakdowns at this point 
publicly. 

In the presentation, represen- 
tatives of the participating 


pace 


groups expressed the concerns 
of the individual boards in 
reachihg the decision to place 
the matter before the voters in 
April. 

Mrs. Margaret Keck explain- 
ed the planning board’s concern 
about the growth of the town 
and the preservatién of open 
space. Mrs. Keck explained 
that the town’s population had 
grown by 2,400 in the past five 
years and, according to building 
statistics, unlike other com- 
munities there is no indication 
of a decrease in new construc- 
tion here. 

She said that she felt the 
citizens of the town wish to 
preserve the open character of 
Andover and that the planning 
board feels postponement of ac- 
tion will only cost the town 
more in future years. 

Conservation commission 
concerns were expressed by 
Mrs. Virginia Hammond, who 
asked for the preservation of 
Andover’s natural assets. She 
said the commission was in- 
terested in the protection of 
natural resources, provision of 
adequate space for a variety of 
recreational activities, passive 
and active; provision for con- 
necting links to existing 
protected open space areas and 
trail systems, and provision of 
neighborhood open space or 
mini-parks, particularly in the 
more densely developed parts 
of town.

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Drivers Lose 
Court Action 


The town has prevailed in a 
suit brought by school bus 
drivers seeking to invalidate a 
decision of the school com- 
mittee in awarding school bus 
contracts. 

‘In a ruling handed down by 
Judge John Paul Sullivan, in 
Superior Court, the decision 
was to award ten school bus 
contracts in June, 1974. The 
award represented a decrease 
in the original number of con- 
tracts from 12 to ten. 


John Dumont, and other 
drivers, sought an injunction 
against the town in the awar- 
ding of the contracts at that 
time and the court denied the 
petition, 

The bus drivers then filed an 
amended complaint, citing the 
town as being in violation of 
sections of the statute which 


required bid notices to contain 
wage and salary schedules. 

Town Counsel Alfred S. 
Daniels argued that the statute 
did not apply in the case of An- 
dover, where school bus con- 
tracts are handled by individual 
contractors and for the most 
part the vehicles are owner - 
operated. 

In the finding handed down 
this week by Judge Sullivan, the 
court found for the defendants, 
the town, based on the fact that 
the suit was brought only by 
certain petitioners, and that all 
drivers, successful bidders, as 
well as those who did not 
receive contractors, should 
have been involved in the peti- 
tion to the court.

Next Thursday, Florence 
Luscomb, of Boston, a life-long 
member of the feminist move- 
ment in America, will talk at 8 
p.m. The public is invited. 

On Feb. 17, a film history of the 
suffrage movement, ‘‘Women On 
The March’, will be shown at 10 
a.m. and 7:30 p.m., and the even- 
ing of Feb. 27 will be devoted to 
reading the literary works 
produced over the past 300 years 
by local women, beginning at 8 
p.m. 

In the hope of not leaving 
anyone out, the library is asking 
readers with information regar- 
ding local women authors, past 
and present, to contact Gwen 
Smith at the library. 

In 1892, Florence Luscomb, 
then five years of age, attended 
with her mother a meeting at 
which Susan B. Anthony spoke. 
This began Florence's interest in 
women’s suffrage and women’s 
rights; an interest which has oc- 
cupied most of her life. 

She attended Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology to study 
architecture (Class of 1909), 
devoting her spare time to the 
suffrage movement. Her first 
speech was at an open-air suf- 
frage meeting in Boston, the first 
of its kind in the United States. 
To publicize the cause, she once 
convinced the manager of a 
small traveling circus to put a 
“Votes for Women’’ sign on his 
elephant. 

Working for the National 
American Woman’s Suffrage 
Association, she campaigned for

local referendums in New York, 
Ohio, and Virginia and became a 
veteran of innumerable parades 
and whistle-stop tours. She joined 
the Boston Equal Suffrage 
Association which became part 
of the League of Women Voters. 

Florence Luscomb never 
became a serious architect; 
later, she became executive 
secretary of the Women’s Inter- 
national League for Peace and 
Freedeom. Although she did not 
win the public offices she sought 
(Congress twice, Boston City 
Council once, Governor of 
Massachusetts), her campaigns 
were platforms for the issues of 
feminism, socialism and the 
peace movement. 

Ms. Luscomb has traveled ex- 
tensively since her “‘retirement”’ 
in the 1930’s. Eleven years ago, 
she visited the People’s Republic 
of China as a tourist, a rare 
honor, since gaining entry was 
extremely difficult then. 

She likes to give her younger 
counterparts a_ historical 
perspective of the Women’s 
movement - - but she’s hardly one 
to live in the past. 

‘Although women won the 
right to vote,’ she points out, 
‘we haven't finished the job until 
we have absolute equality and 
are full members of the human 
race.

Invisible Universe At 
Hayden Planetarium 


Deciphering the ‘‘Invisible 
Universe”’ is the subject of a new 
program at the Hayden 
Planetarium of Boston’s 
Museum of Science. 

‘With a variety of dazzling 
special effects on its high, domed 


ceiling, the Planetarium traces 


the information acquired in re- 
cent years by study of elec- 
tromagnetic energy from space. 
It describes how use of X rays, 
gamma rays, radio waves, and 
ultraviolet and infrared light 
have extended and broadened 
knowledge of celestial objects 
billions of light years away. 

In contrast to the apparent 
serenity of the heavens as seen 
with the naked eye or ordinary 
telescopes, the universe as 
detected and measured through 
the nonvisible wavelengths of 


there is an infrared source at the 
center of the Milky Way with the 
total luminosity of 100 million 
suns. 

X-ray observations have yet to 
be developed to their full poten- 
tial, the program says. However, 
X rays have revealed distant 
galaxies which are otherwise in- 
visible. And X rays have con- 
tributed to knowledge about the 
so-called black holes, thought to 
be stars that have collapsed into 
what is essentially a single point, 
so dense and with a gravitational 
field so enormous that nothing, 
even light, can escape it. 

The ‘‘Invisible Universe’’ 
program is given daily and Fri- 
day nights through March 22. A 
fee of 50° above Museum admis- 
sion is charged. For additional 
information, call 742-6088.

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Information Session Set 
On Health Education Course 


A controversy that erupted 
over West Elementary School 


last week has turned out to be 
much ado about com- 
munications, and not really 
about ‘‘sex education’’ at all. 

Parents of fifth graders have 
now been reinvited to an infor- 
mation session about an up- 
coming sequence in their 
youngsters’ health program, 
entitled ‘‘Physical and 
Emotional Awareness for the 
Pre-Adolescent.”’ 

The meeting will be held 
Monday night at 7:30 in the 
school cafeteria. 

Principal Eugene Frulla this 
week said he didn’t know how 
the term ‘‘sex education’ had 
gotten into the picture, and 
Associate Superintendent 
Harry Westcott added that this 
was ‘“‘no way”’ a sex education 
course. 

He said it’s part of a health 
curriculum that includes 
changes that take place in the 
body, good nutrition, hygiene, 
and ‘‘all the things that go with 
growing up.’ 

West simply reinstated an old 
practice of giving parents a 
preview of subject materials 
that some might consider 
touchy, and an opportunity to 
exclude their children from the 
program. In this case, the se- 
quence will include four half- 
hour sessions. Similar 
programs exist in other schools 
with no such formalities. 

The problem really arose at 
last week's school committee 
meeting over how and when the 
parents were notified about a 
previous information session. 

School Committeeman 
George Olesen said he had 
gotten calls from fifth grade 
parents that a notice was sent 
home on Tuesday, Jan. 14, in- 
viting them to an afternoon ses- 
sion on Jan. 16. If no notice was 
received to the contrary, their 
youngsters would be in the 
program. 

Jan. 13 was a snow day, and 
school was closed on Jan. 15 for 
the Martin Luther King holiday,

Improving 


Developments in employment 
and unemployment from October 
to November indicate improve- 
ment in the Massachusetts 
economy, according to John D.

not allowing the parents suf- 
ficient notice, Olesen said. 

Furthermore, Olesen 
questioned some of the content 
in the presentation, saying that 
it was made the day after an an- 
nouncement by the head of the 
Catholic Church ‘‘to the con- 
trary.”’ 

While he said he believed in 
separation of Church and State, 
he said he thought ‘‘a little 
more review’’ of the material 
might be in order. 

Olesen refused to discuss the 
matter further when 
Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert asked, ‘‘What Christian 
doctrine did we violate?”’ 

Olesen said he preferred ‘“‘not 
to bring it up at the moment.”’ 

Chairman Frank Griggs said 
he had heard that it was a 
‘programmed course of safe 
topics,’’ but that it had been im- 
plied that ‘‘anything a child ask- 
ed about was fair game.”’ 

He quoted from the letter to 
parents that the course includ- 


ed ‘‘a review of reproductive 
physiology.”’ 

“That can mean a lot more,” 
he said. 

Seifert suggested that the 
committee develop ‘‘some 
policy as to controversial 
areas,’ but the group seemed 
satisfied that another meeting 
be scheduled at West, in the 
evening so working parents 
would be able to attend. 

A total of seven had shown up 
at the first session. Westcott 
said this week he felt the 
program was consistent with a 
health education curriculum 
that had been instituted in 1968 
or 69. 

The general outline for Grade 
5 health education, he said, in- 
cludes such things as nutrition, 
dental hygiene, respiratory and 
nervous systems, self-care, dis- 
ease control, introduction to the 
reproductive system, mental 
and social growth, introduction 
to drugs, alcohol and smoking, 
and the like.

crease in the tax rate. 

Following town meeting 
action, coupled with diligent 
work of the selectmen and 
finance committee, the ul- 
timate tax rate figure was 
established at $53, a reduc- 
tion of a dollar over the 
previous year. 

Substantial use of free 
cash was used, along with 
some special allotments 
from state sources and the 
introduction on a full year 
basis of federal revenue 
sharing funds. 

Too, there was some sub- 
stantial paring of requests 
for funds for various town 
departments. 

There was a sense of fiscal 
responsibility in view of dif- 
ficult economic times being 
forecast. 


The Tax Rate

1975 - °76 


A year ago, there again 
was the initial thrust of the 
municipal budget with its in- 
cumbent forecast of a tax in- 
crease. 


FinCom, selectmen and 
school committee members 
again got out their carving 
knives and with the town 
manager and school ad- 
ministration, were able to 
come to town meeting with 


what appeared to be a hold’ 


the line tax rate picture, or 
at most a nominal increase. 


Through the efforts of of- 
ficials and town meeting ac- 
tion, for the second year ina 
row the tax rate dropped, 
this time to $51. 


1976 - °77? 


This year as the budget 
process gets underway the 
news is foreboding to say the 
least. 

While it is anticipated that 
the initial prediction of a $10 
increase in the tax rate is off 
by a considerable margin, 
the fact remains that such is 
a possibility. 

There are costs built into 
this year’s budget from ac- 
tions of prior years. 

The possiblity of reim- 
bursement from state and 
federal sources is dimmed 
by the financial plight of the 
Commonwealth, cutbacks in 
educational allotments of 
previous years, deletion of 
the special highway funds of 
a year ago. 

At the federal level, the 
status of federal revenue 
sharing funds is in doubt. It 
is an election year and 
assuredly there will be some 
assistance, but the rationale 
for apportioning the federal 
pie could be substantially 
changed. Thus, a town like 
Andover could suffer from 
new guidelines. 

It will be up to the County 
Advisory Board, of which 
Andover has prestigious 
membership, to whittle 
away at the prospective in- 
crease in this area of the 
town’s financial burdens. 
Current estimates set An- 
dover’s county costs $128,500 
more than a year ago. Chair- 
man Milton Greenberg of 
the selectmen and Assistant 
Town Manager Sheldon S. 
Cohen who serve on the ad- 
visory committee hopefully 
will be working on substan- 
tial reductions here. 

Basically, the budget in its 
present form poses some 
very bleak economic news 
for an already financially 
burdened citizenry. 

The average homeowners 
with property valued at $20,- 
000 with a tax bill of $1,020 
can look forward to a $200 in- 
crease in the year ahead. 
Such property, of course, is 
in the definite minority in 
Andover. 


Our Hopes 


It would appear, then, that 
Andover’s administrators 
have a difficult task before 


‘them in the weeks ahead. 


But we feel confident that, 
based on past performance, 
they will be able to substan- 
tially relieve the projected 
increase in taxes for An- 
dover residents. 

Somehow, state 
reimubrsements will come 
forward, if not in print 
through cherry sheets prior 
to town meeting, at least 
some solid estimates on 
which to base rate projec- 
tions. 

And, the federal govern- 
ment should be well along 
toward their deciding on 
how best to aid suburbs with 
their finanical plight. It is, 
after all, an election year 
and campaigning is a 
necessity. It is always nice 
to campaign on how much 
assistance one has provided 
his area. 

As for the local scene, it 
behooves both the school and 
general government agen- 
cies to be particularly 
frugal. 

There is a substantial free 
cash account which should 
be applied to reducing the 
tax rate. 

The impact of the new 
Hewlett - Packard plant in 
West Andover, along with 
continued increase in new 
dwelling units, should assist 
in tax revenues through in- 
creased total valuation. 

While some observers 
currently feel the tax in- 
crease will be at least six or 
seven dollars, we would 
hope it not to go over $5, thus 
bringing the new ’76-’77 levy 
to $56. 


Back To Basics -

We have been heartened 
these past few years by the 
efforts of Andover’s offical 
family and the voters at 
town meeting in proving 
that they are fiscally respon- 
sible. 

Their efforts have been 
applauded substantially in 
these columns, rewarding 
their countless hours of 
budgetary examination with 
laudatory comments. 

We would be more than 
pleased to again issue com- 
mendation publicly for ap- 
preciative taxpayers, if they 
can accomplish the most dif- 
ficult task of maintaining 
Andover’s current $51 tax 
rate.

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WASHINGTON — As the evi- 
dence mounts that the CIA's 
operations have been seriously 
crippled, a backlash has 
developed against the agency's 
critics. We have taken the ques- 
tion up with our intelligence 
sources. Here is the best answer 
we can give: 

In Lebanon, the CIA once had 
one of its strongest operations. 
Its efforts now are feeble. In con- 
trast, the Soviets have 
strengthened their ties with the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion. 

In Italy, the Communists are 
taking over city after city.

Carlos’ government within six 
months. Our sources say that the 
CIA in Spain is demoralized. It is 
being outmanned and out- 
maneuvered by the Soviets. 

The biggest problem is this: 
Foreign intelligence services 
have lost their confidence in the 
CIA and no longer cooperate 
fully. 

In Australia, the pro-Ameri- 
can intelligence chief has been 
replaced. In France, the number 
two man in the intelligence ser- 
vice, a staunch U.S. supporter, 
has also been eased out. 

The CIA’s close ties with 
Israeli intelligence have been 
badly strained. Even in Canada, 
the CIA's quiet relationship with 
the intelligence wing of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
has been weakened. 

These are the grim facts. Yet 
we would still have to argue that 
the CIA abuses had to be ex- 
posed. The only reason to have a 
CIA is to protect our liberties. 
Yet the CIA was beginning to 
menace those liberties. 

Today, the CIA might be com- 
pared to a patient who has just 
been operated on for cancer. The 
patient will be weak for awhile 
from the operation, but in the 
end, he will be healthier. 

Pill Profits: We have been 
investigating the high prices of 


drugs, which have become so 
expensive that most people can't 
afford to get sick. 

The price at the prescription 
counter has little to do with the 
cost of manufacturing the drugs. 
The drug companies simply 
charge all they can squeeze out 
of their customers. 

For example, investigators 
paid $6.63 for some orinase on 
the Canadian side of the St. 
Marie River. The same quantity 
of the same drug cost $82.68 on 
the American side of the river. 

One reason the drug com- 
panies charge such outrageous 
prices is that the doctors 
prescribe brand-name drugs. 
The drug companies, in turn, 
spend enormous sums to woo the 
doctors. 

Upjohn, for example, has 500 
men who visit doctors and pass 
out free samples of Upjohn 
drugs. Other companies give 
away not only free drugs but 
free medical textbooks, medical 
drawings, charts and anatomy 
models. Eli Lilly gives a free 
stethescope to most freshman 
medical students. 

Of course, all of this is added 
to the price that the patients 
must pay for their drugs. 

Amin’s Antics: General Idi 
Amin, the madcap dictator of 
Uganda, has been quietly trying 
to make up with the United 
States. State Department 
sources say he is making a “tre- 
mendous effort” to convince 
Washington to reopen its em- 
bassy. His petitions have been 
passed along by the West Ger- 
mans, who represent U.S. in- 
terests in Uganda. 

Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger is hardly overjoyed at 
the opportunity of renewing 
relations with the unpredictable 
Amin. A brief glance at the dic-

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tator's record may help to ex- 
plain why: 

— According to intelligence 
reports, he has massacred as 
many as 90,000 of his own people 
during his frequent purges. 

— His only real friend of any 
consequence is Libya’s military 
ruler, Colonel Muammar El- 
Qaddafi, another mad_ hatter. 
But insiders believe even Qad- 
dafi is stringing Amin along. 
Libya has promised, for exam- 
ple, to build hospitals in Uganda 
and to supply Amin with fighter 
planes. That was three years 
ago, and Amin is still waiting. 

— Amin is fond of sending un- 
solicited advice to world leaders, 
a habit that embarrasses his 
African colleagues most of all. 
Amin asked the United Nations, 
for example, to transfer its head- 
quarters to his own backwater 
capital city of Kampala. And he 
once offered to send his comic- 
opera army to Egypt to help 
“liberate” Arab lands from 
Israel. 

— Amin dreams longingly of 
the day he will lead an army into 
the White racist nations of 
southern Africa. He once asked 
the Turks to show him how they 
overran Cyprus, as an aid to his 
own invasion plans. According to 
the most recent intelligence re- 
ports, Amin has just returned 
from inspecting the border of 
South Africa. He was scouting 
the skies for “possible routes” for 
his fighter planes. 

It may be a little while before 
he sends his fighter planes 
against the formidable South 
African Air Force. He has a few 
Soviet MIG fighters, according to 
the intelligence reports. But so 
far, the Russians have been una- 
ble to train Ugandan pilots to fly 
the complicated machines.

All types of recipes are eligible 
- - such as main: dishes, baked 
goods, desserts, salads and 
appetizers - - and they must, of 
course, include fresh apples.

The new open meeting law 
prohibits such work sessions, 
and the Andover board feels it 
can not work effectively 
without such freedom in certain 
areas of their administration 
and policy making. 

The resolution adopted Mon- 
day night states: 


‘‘We support the intent of the 
Open Meeting Law: open 
decisions openly arrived at. We 
will not meet and have not met 
in private to pre-arrange votes 
on issues scheduled for formal 
open meetings. We will not 
meet and have not met in 
private to exclude one or more 
members from full participa- 
tion in deliberations and 
decisions. We will not meet and 


have not met in private to dis-. 


cuss or decide issues affecting 
minorities or special interests 
in order to avoid informing or 
being informed by the public. 
We agree that private meetings 
can and have been abused by 
public officials. We see a need 
for more informational 
meetings between this Board 
and other boards and com- 
missions of the Town, and we 
will schedule these meetings in 
open session with public atten- 
dance and participation en- 
couraged. 


‘‘We believe that recent 
changes in the Open Meeting 
Law go far beyond the original 
objective of correcting the 
above abuses. We believe that 
private and informal meetings 
of the Board are necessary to 
properly discharge our duties 
as elected officials. Informal 
exchanges of fact and opinion 
between members are essential 
to achieving mutual consensus, 
understanding, and education, 
without the polarization and 
speechmaking inherent in 
public meetings. We believe 
that discussion and decision on 
issues of intense personality 
conflict or negotiating strategy 
are compromised by open 
meetings. Most importantly, 
we believe it impossible to ex- 
ercise our collective respon- 
sibility under the Charter to 
support, appraise, evaluate, 
and oversee the actions of the 
Town Manager in his ad- 
ministration of the Town 
without the opportunity to meet 
freely in private among 
ourselves and with the Manager 
on this subject. We intend to do 
so. 


‘‘In most of these cases, the 
new Open Meeting Law 
categorically prohibits our 
ability to meet in private. Over 
the past year we have tried to 
obtain a more reasonable and 
even-handed approach to 
reform legislation. Response 
from the legislators who voted 
for the present bill and citizens’ 
groups who lobbied for the bill 
has been disappointing. We 
believe that if the public really 
understands how the new law 
will interfere with good govern- 
ment, the law will be 
amended.”

committee told of a need to 
develop recreational facilities 
to provide equal opportunity for 
participation of all residents of 
the community. Acquisition of 
new properties should include 
the potential for providing 
facilities for leisure time ac- 
tivities or participation in 
organized sport programs. 

The significance of the ac- 
quisition of the areas 
recommended to be included in 
the million - dollar town 
meeting proposal, were also 
outlined in the report to the 
selectmen. 


Acquiring Fish Brook 
wetlands was described as 
providing adequate long term 
protection of the town’s water 
supply. The areas would also 
provide a connecting link in the 
trail system, providing oppor- 
tunities for hiking and cross- 
country skiing. 

The Wood Hill area, in addi- 
tion to being among the highest 
points in Andover and providing 
for recreational opportunities, 
such as picnicking, skiing, and 
hiking, is also within the 
Haggetts Pond, Fish Brook 
watershed area. 


The Skug River frontage is 
described as valuable as a 
tributary to the Ipswich River 
and its watershed area, as well 
as running through undeveloped 
property which is being offered 
for sale and potential housing 
development. 


The acreage also would 
provide for links between the 
Ward Reservation and property 
already owned by the Andover 
Village Improvement Society 
and the conservation commis- 
sion. 

The Sacred Heart property, 
which is already scheduled for 
town meeting action by 
residents of the area, is propos- 
ed for acquisition of the land 
and the Cardinal Cushing gym 
on Haverhill St., if the parcels 
can be separated out from the 
school building itself. 


The gym, of course, can be 
utilized by the recreation 
department for its programs. 
The building is also used as a 
voting location. 

The fields are desirable for 
playground use for the village 
residents, currently in need of 
such. play areas in a densely 
populated section of town. 

Too, the area is within the 
Shawsheen River and its flood 
plain. 

Improved facilities at 
Recreation Park include im- 
plementation of the master 
plan for development of open 
space - recreation areas in town 
done in 1970. Development of 
roadways, tennis courts, ero- 
sion control and a ski area are 
among the items included in the 
recommendations for action 
this year. 

Should town meeting approve 
the bonding of the funds, it is 
recommended that a special 
committee composed of 
representatives of the three 
boards be appointed to oversee 
the carrying out of the 
program. 


The New England economy 
continues to show signs of slow 
and steady recovery, reflecting 
the upturn evidenced nationally, 
according to figures to be releas- 
ed in the upcoming issue of the 
Bank's monthly periodical, New 
England Economic Indicators. 

New England's seasonally ad- 
justed unemployment rate, in- 
ching downward over the past 
several months, declined to 11.7 
percent from the October level of 
12.5 percent. Reduction in the 
number of persons eligible for 
unemployment compensation, 
working in combination with a 0.2 
percent growth in non- 
agricultural employment. in 
Massachusetts - the state where 
nearly half the region’s workers 
are employed - accounted for the 
reduced unemployment rate. 
However, statistical aberrations 
continue to erroneously inflate 
unemployment figures for the 
region. This upward bias should 
diminish as economic conditions 
return to normal and com- 
plicating factors become less 
prevalent. . 

The generally favorable 
developments in employment 
were tempered by a regional 0.5 
percent decline in the length of 
the average workweek - a drop 
which exceeded the national loss 
for the month. Running strongly 
counter to this trend in 
November was Rhode Island, 
where average weekly hours rose 
to 39.6, a 1.4 percent increase. 

New England manufacturing 
production advanced substantial- 
ly during November. The gain of 
2 percent in the production index 
was concentrated almost ex- 
clusively in durables, and com- 
pares with a 0.9 percent figure 
for the recovery economy of the 
nation as a whole. 

The most current figures 
available reveal that the con- 
sumer sector registered im- 
pressive gains in October. Per- 
sonal income climbed by a 1.2 
percent, a faster pace than the 
0.3 percent occurring nationally. 
Though the Boston consumer 
price index is not available for 
October, the national figures did 
show personal income increasing 


at a faster rate than prices over . 


the past year. A strong improve- 
ment of 3.8 percent in retail sales 
reversed the previous month’s

tion and maintenance are of im- 
mediate concern. 

The committee must tackle 
the problem of the secondary 
enrollment bulge. Projections 
indicate a total school popula- 
tion which is relatively cons- 
tant, but which has a 3 to 5 year 
growth in secondary enrollment 
of approximately 500 students 
beyond existing capacity. In the 
coming weeks the school com- 
mittee will be reviewing such 
possible alternatives as por- 
table classrooms or renovation 
of the Sacred Heart building. 
The final decision will be up to 
the town. An acceptable solu- 
tion to the situation must be 
found. 


A school building 
maintenance plan is virtually 
non-existent. Considering that 
these facilities represent ap- 
proximately $35 million in 
assets, insufficient or improper 
maintenance can have serious 
financial consequences. A long 
range maihtenance schedule, 
which could take advantage of 
the new town, maintenance 
engineer, is needed. 


Traditional Alternative: The 
committee has unanimously 
decided to implement a 
traditional alternative this fall.

Dr. Ahouse believes that fhe 
committee must continue its 
thorough planning in this im- 
plementation, including: 1) 
complete and timely exchange 
of information with all persons 
affected by the implementation 
process; 2) the same staffing 
patterns in both the traditional 
and current instructional 
programs; 3) careful monitor- 
ing of all curriculum objec- 
tives. 

Budget: Budget decisions are 
increasingly difficult due to 
State mandated spending in- 
creases, such as Chapter 766, 


and the desire to maintain a 
realistic Andover tax rate. It is 
easy to say ‘‘no’’ to everything. 
It is more difficult to select a 
course which reflects the 
town’s desire for sound educa- 
tion within reasonable 
economic limits.
